They  are  Janet 
Williams,  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  1966  Class  SAXIFRAGE  yearbook  and  Robert  Montminy,  Editor-in-Chief 
of  KAMPUS  VUE. 


Janet  Williams,  Class  of  '66,  is  a 
Junior  majoring  in  the  field  of  Special 
Education.  She  comes  from  Warwick, 
Rhode  Island,  and  rooms  in  an  outside 
house.  She  chose  F.S.C.  because  of  its 
special  education  curriculum  and  is 
presently  student-training  in  that  field. 
Janet's  main  interest  is  the  drama  club. 
Last  year  she  had  a  female  lead  in  that 
club's  production  of  The  Man  Who 
Came  to  Dinner.  She  is  also  on  the 
Dean's  List. 

She  filed  nomination  papers  for  the 
position  of  editor  because  she  felt  that 
past  yearbooks  have  lacked  both  liter- 
ary theme  and  distinctive  layout.  In  a 
recent  discussion  with  the  representa- 
tive of  a  large  publishing  company, 
Janet  and  her  staff  were  informed  that 
their  expectations  for  the  '66  Saxifrage 
were  high.

With 
the  aid  and  cooperation  of  the  student 
body,  faculty  and  administration,  it  is 
possible  to  bring  the  standards  of  the 
Saxifrage  from  below  mediocrity  to  a 
level  which  will  display  the  story  of 
each  class  with  great  style." 


At  a  recent  Kampus  Vue  election 
meeting,  Robert  Montminy,  a  sopho- 
more secondary  major,  was  elected  next 
year's  editor-in-chief  of  F.S.C.'s  official 
publication.  Also  elected  were  Mary- 
Beth  Fafard,  Managing  Editor;  Mar- 
garet Pillion,  News  Editor;  Cheryl  Sil- 
ver, Business  Manager;  Donna  Lavoie, 
Special  Feature  Editor;  John  Clement 
and  Martin  Vieweg,  Literary  Editors; 
John  Malloy,  Sports  Editor;  and  Pat- 
ricia Parzick  and  Charles  McCallum, 
Publicity  Department. 

As  a  member  of  this  year's  editorial 
staff,  Bob  was  solely  responsible  for  the 
editing  of  photographs;  he  also  assisted 
the  editor  in  laying  out  recent  issues  of 
the  paper. 

Bob's  interest  in  journalism  did  not 
start  with  his  association  with  Kampus 
Vue,  for  he  first  concerned  himself  with 
newspaper  work  when  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  his  local  Boy  Scout  organization. 
His  father,  Rudolph  Montminy,  assist- 
ant foreman  of  the  composing  room  of 
the  Lowell  Sun,  was  also  instrumental 
in  Bob's  becoming  an  eager  participant 
in  this  avocation. 

At  Keith  Academy  in  Lowell,  Bob  was 
a  sports  writer  for  the  Sentinel,  the 
school's  newspaper.  Besides  sportswrit- 
ing,  Bob  was  a  feature  columnist  and 
business  manager  for  the  Hoop  Flash, 
a  publication  of  the  Ste.  Jeanne  d'Arc 
Hoop  League. 

Commenting  upon  his  assuming  the 
editorship,  Bob  asserted,  "I  realize  that 


the  editorship  is  indeed  an  honor,  a 
position  in  which  one  may  exercise  a 
high  degree  of  creativity,  and  one  which 
I  enter  with  much  enthusiasm."  He  al- 
so remarked:  "To  make  the  college 
paper  an  even  more  student-centered 
publication  is  my  chief  aspiration;  this, 
however,  can  only  be  realized  with  the 
full   cooperation  of   the   student   body." 

The  editor-elect  is  weighing  the  pos- 
sibility of  changing  the  present  news- 
magazine format  of  the  Kampus  Vue; 
he  believes  that  a  newspaper  format 
might  serve  the  students  and  faculty 
more  effectively.  In  this  connection,  he 
would  appreciate  hearing  the  opinions 
of  both  students  and  faculty. 

Finally,  Bob  hopes  that  all  organiza- 
tions and  clubs  will  cooperate  by  assign- 
ing responsible  reporters  to  handle  their 
news,  thus  assuring  a  more  student- 
centered  publication. 
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FINANCIAL  AID  AVAILABLE  TO  STUDENTS 


If  you  needed  money  for  scholarly 
purposes,  how  would  you  get  it?  This 
article  represents  an  attempt  to  provide 
information  regarding  various  programs 
of  financial  aid  to  students  that  are 
operating  at  the  present  time. 

Miss  Josephine  Bolger,  Dean  of  Wom- 
en, and  Mr.  William  H.  Fitzgibbon, 
Dean  of  Men,  are  Co-chairmen  of  the 
Scholarship  and  Loan  Committee. 

According  to  the  Deans,  most  pro- 
grams fit  into  one  of  two  categories:  a 
scholarship  or  a  loan.  Information  re- 
garding scholarships  that  are  sponsored 
on  a  local  level  can  usually  be  obtained 
from  local  high  schools.  These  include 
scholarships  granted  by  civic  groups 
and  industrial  firms. 

Scholarships  on  a  state  level  include 
the  following:  Board  of  Educational  As- 
sistance, assistance  for  children  of  de- 
ceased Massachusetts  veterans,  and 
Special  Education  Scholarships. 

The  Board  of  Educational  Assistance, 
under  Chapter  690,  Acts  of  1957,  is  au- 
thorized to  grant  one-quarter,  one-half, 
or  full  tuition  scholarships  to  full-time 
students.  Applicants  must  be  needy, 
academically  worthy  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  and  domiciled  in  Massa- 
chusetts. This  program  is  available  in 
all  fields  of  study  except  medicine,  den- 
tistry, and  nursing  (Prospective  nurses 
may  obtain  information  regarding  schol- 
arships from  the  Dean  of  Women). 
During  the  academic  year  1964-65,  this 
Board  awarded  1,530  scholarships  from 
an  appropriation  of  $400,000. 

Applications  must  be  filed  by  May 
15,  1965  for  next  term.  Application 
forms  are  not  available  at  the  present 
time.  A  notice  will  be  posted  on  the 
bulletin  board  when  they  arrive. 

Children  of  deceased  Massachusetts 
veterans  are  entitled  to  reimbursement 
of  college  expenses  up  to  $750  per  year 
for  no  more  than  four  years.  Applicants 
must  be  between  the  age  of  sixteen  and 
twenty-four  inclusive,  whose  father  or 
mother  was  a  World  War  I  or  II,  or 
Korean  veteran,  whose  service  was  cred- 
ited to  Massachusetts,  and  who  was 
killed  as  a  result  of  such  service. 


The  State  College  at  Fitchburg,  under 
Chapter  692,  Acts  of  1957,  is  authorized 
to  grant  Special  Education  Scholarships 
to  students  who  plan  to  teach  mentally 
retarded  children.  Scholarships,  not  ex- 
ceeding $300  per  year,  are  renewable 
for  no  more  than  four  years,  provided 
that  the  student's  academic  standing  is 
satisfactory  and  his  need  is  continuing. 
Notification  for  application  is  made  in 
the  Fall  for  each  year. 

The  other  major  form  of  financial 
aid  is  the  loan.  At  the  state  level,  stu- 
dents may  apply  for  the  Massachusetts 
Higher  Education  Loan  Plan  (H.E.L.P.). 
Upperclassmen  who  are  residents  of 
Massachusetts  may  obtain  $500  per 
year  as  a  loan  under  H.E.L.P.  Applica- 
tion forms  are  available  from  the  par- 
ticipating national  banks,  trust  com- 
panies, mutual  savings  banks,  and 
credit  unions  in  the  state.  This  pro- 
gram was  organized  in  1956  and  is 
sponsored  by  a  group  of  educators, 
bankers,  and  businessmen.  At  the  na- 
tional level  this  would  be  the  National 
Defense  Student  Loan  Program. 

The  federal  loan  program,  under  Pub- 
lic Law  85-864,  provides  for  the  cre- 
ation of  loan  funds  which  needy  under- 
graduate and  graduate  students  may 
borrow  on  reasonable  terms.  Becipients 
of  loans  are  selected  by  the  college, 
and  the  loans  are  based  on  need,  area 
of  study,  and,  as  of  this  year,  academic 
achievement. 

Bepayment  of  the  loan  begins  one 
year  after  the  borrower  discontinues  his 
studies  and  must  be  completed  within 
the  ensuing  ten  years.  Up  to  fifty  per 
cent  of  the  loan  may  be  cancelled  if  the 
borrower  becomes  a  full-time  teacher 
in  a  public  or  non-profit  elementary  or 
secondary  school,  or  in  any  institution 
of  higher  learning.  Such  cancellation 
is  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent  a  year 
up  to  five  years.  Applications  for  feder- 
al loans  will  be  available  April  20th. 

Further  information  regarding  finan- 
cial assistance  may  be  obtained  from 
the  Dean  of  Women  or  the  Dean  of 
Men.

Jeffrey  Williams  will  be  this  year's 
delegate  to  the  Eastern  States  Associ- 
ation for  Teacher  Education.  Other  rep- 
resentatives from  F.S.C.  include  Karen 
Leyland,  Junior;  Danny  McCarty,  Sopho- 
more; and  Marilyn  Thomas,  Sophomore. 
Mr.  Joseph  Angelini  of  the  Mathematics 
Department  will  attend  the  conference 
with  the  students  as  a  faculty  delegate. 
They  will  leave  March  25  for  a  two- 
and-a-half  day  conference  at  the  Hotel 
New  Yorker. 

The  Eastern  States  Association  en- 
gages about  seventy  institutions  from 
ten  eastern  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia.  Being  a  student  organization, 
it  is  unique  in  the  professional  experi- 
ence it  provides  for  future  teachers. 

Jeff  attended  last  year.  When  asked 
about  his  trip,  he  said,  "I  got  a  lot  out 
of  it.  I  found  F.S.C.  was  not  alone  in 
having  problems.    In  fact,  we  are  a  lot 


better  off  than  other  schools." 

The  Student  Council  elected  Jeff  and 
the  representatives,  while  fellow-advi- 
sors to  the  council  chose  Mr.  Angelini. 

This  year  Jeff  Williams  is  to  be  chair- 
man of  a  panel  discussing  the  advant- 
ages and  disadvantages  of  new  media  in 
teaching,  such  as  movies,  filmstrips, 
machines,  and  T.V. 

Jeff,  who  is  a  history  major,  says 
that  this  experience  will  help  him  in 
his  future  role  as  an  educator.  The  dis- 
cussions provide  interesting  information 
on  how  to  teach. 

On  the  agenda  for  our  representatives 
are  business  meetings  and  discussions. 
This  year's  discussion  will  center 
around  the  theme  "Time,  Scope,  and 
Bole."  Besides  the  business  part  of  the 
trip,  the  participants  will  have  tours, 
luncheons,   and  other  entertainment.

YOUNG   CITIZENSHIP 

CONFERENCE   TO   BE 

HELD   ON   MARCH   27 

On  March  27,  Fitchburg  State  Col- 
lege will  host  twenty  or  more  area  high 
schools  in  an  all-day  Youth  Citizenship 
Conference  sponsored  by  the  Division 
of  Civic  Education  of  Massachusetts, 
Department  of  Education,  in  cooper- 
ation with  the  Northeastern  State  Youth 
Citizenship  Project  and  the  Lincoln- 
Filene  Center  for  Citizenship  and  Pub- 
lic Affairs  of  Tufts  University.  "The 
Public  Service:  Its  Implications  for 
Education"  will  be  the  theme  of  the 
conference. 

The  morning  session  will  commence 
with  a  greeting  from  a  representative 
of  the  college  followed  by  opening  exer- 
cises. Jeffrey  Williams,  president  of  the 
Student  Government  Council,  will  serve 
as  platform  chairman.  The  main 
speaker  for  the  conference  will  be  Presi- 
dent Donahue  of  the  Massachusetts 
Senate. 

Following  the  morning  address,  the 
delegates  will  be  assigned  to  discussion 
groups  which  will  be  under  the  leader- 
ship of  ten  F.S.C.  students.  Group 
leaders  are  John  Browne,  Bichard 
Campbell,  Ned  Daniels,  Bose  Doherty, 
Nancy  Massoni,  David  Noonan,  Joseph

After  a  luncheon  in  the  college  din- 
ing room,  the  afternoon  session  will 
resume  with  two  brief  addresses  by 
State  Senator  Joseph  Ward  and  Dr.

Discussion  periods  will  then  be 
held  for  the  remainder  of  the  afternoon 
program.

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FINIAN'S  RAINBOW.  A  PREVIEW 


Finian's  Rainbow:  a  musical  comedy  in 
two  acts,  by  E.  Y.  Harburg  and  Bur- 
ton Lane. 

What  makes  a  musical  production  re- 
main popular  through  the  years?  Why 
do  some  songs  "stick"  in  your  mind,  and 
certain  tunes  and  tales  never  grow  old? 
Finian's  Rainbow  first  opened  on  Broad- 
way in  1947  and  continued  to  play 
there  for  two  years.  When  this  Musical 
reappeared  thirteen  years  later  in  the 
same  location,  unrevised,  the  music  and 
the  plot  still  appealed  —  stronger  than 
ever  —  to  a  new  group  of  Americans. 
This  musical  is  a  perennial  "up-crop- 
per"  at  colleges  throughout  the  country, 
and  in  late  April  the  Glee  Club  of  F.S.C. 
will  be  producing  this  very  Irish  operet- 
ta. 

Perhaps  it  is  the  Irishness  of  the  total 
score  that  contributes  to  its  longevity, 
its  unity,  its  aliveness  through  story 
and  songs,  for  the  colorful  Finian  is  the 
Irishman  of  traditional  tale.  No  cool, 
phlegmatic  soul  was  he!  Rarely  were  his 
emotions  held  in  by  the  constrictive 
band  of  convention.  The  Irish  prototype 
was  no  mincing  marionette,  mad  but 
mute!  His  anger  flared,  and  so  did  his 
love.  But  always  large  loomed  his  devil- 
ish humor,  his  imagination,  his  endless 
dreams  and  schemes,  his  Pot  O'Gold. 
Such  is  the  case  with  our  Mr.  Finian. 
With  Irish  luck  he  finds  a  leprechaun's 
treasure;  and  with  the  little  man  "hot 
on  his  heels"  he  travels,  with  his  darlin' 
daughter,  to  Missitucky,  U.S.A.:  the 
land  of  golden  opportunity.  It  is  here, 
on  a  few  acres  overlooking  Fort  Knox 
that  our  hero  plans  to  put  into  oper- 
ation his  Theory  of  Economics:  As  all 
manner  of  little  thing  is  drawn  irresist- 
ibly to  its   own  wee   kind   so,   too   Fin- 


ian's little  pot  of  gold,  placed  in  a  handy 
spot,  will  draw  unto  itself  —  from 
Fort  Knox! 

The  fanciful  faith  of  the  Irish  must 
have  infiltrated  the  American  Melting 
Pot.  For  despite  our  homogenized  sop- 
histication, there  still  lurks  in  each  of 
us  the  ghost  of  the  lad  who  believes  in 
love,  luck,  and  leprechauns.  Or  why  else 
would  so  many  people  like  one  musical 
comedy  for  so  long? 

The  tunes  themselves  could  be  reason 
enough  for  the  audience-appeal  of  Fin- 
ian's Rainbow,  for  the  many  moods  ex- 
pressed in  the  music  of  the  show  are 
the  caprice  of  our  archetypal  Irishman. 
"How  are  Things  in  Glocca  Morra?"  be- 
gins in  a  smooth  legato  and  then  leaps 
Like  a  leprechaun  into  jig-time.  The 
bop-blues  of  a  grinding,  purring  "Neces- 
sity" soon  merge  us  with  the  tempo  of  a 
brushed  drum  beat  whispering  out  "Old 
Devil  Moon."  The  punchy  sforzando  of 
"If  This  Isn't  Love!"  leads  us  on  into 
the  impulsive  syncopation  of  "That 
Great  Come-and-Get  It  Day!",  and  in 
grand  manner  a  philosophical  (not 
political)  offering,  "When  the  Idle  Poor 
Become  the  Idle  Rich,"  presents  every 
Irish  mood  imaginable,  from  gentle 
waltz  to  portly  polonaise,  from  single 
melodic  line  to  rhythmic  dance.  And 
the  wistful  title  song  "Look  to  the  Rain- 
bow" is  familiar  to  all  audiences. 

Finian's  Rainbow  is  a  production  you 
will  want  to  see.  It  will  probably  re- 
main popular  with  American  audiences 
for  a  long  time  to  come.  Or  at  least 
until  we  stop  losing  our  tempers,  in- 
venting "get-rich-quick"  schemes,  or  be- 
lieving in  love,  luck,  and  leprechauns.

KAMPUS   VUE 

WHITE   RUSSIAN   GIANTS 
PERFORM   AT    FS.C. 

On  Wednesday,  March  10,  1965,  at 
8:00  P.M.,  the  Original  Don  Cossack 
Chorus  and  Dancers,  directed  by  Serge 
Jaroff ,  performed  in  the  new  auditorium 
at  Fitchburg  State  College.  This  pro- 
gram was  sponsored  by  the  Cultural 
Committee,  which  was  able  to  get  the 
group  for  an  "en  route"  fee,  since  the 
group  was  in  the  area  and  had  no  pre- 
vious engagement  on  Wednesday  night. 

The  Don  Cossack  Chorus  came  into 
being  during  World  War  I.  It  was 
formed  by  a  group  of  Cossack  Officers 
of  the  Imperial  Russian  Army  who  were 
stranded  in  Crimea  after  their  army 
was  defeated.  These  Cossack  officers 
now  had  no  home  and  were  allowed  to 
enter  Bulgaria,  where  they  went  into 
camp,  living  in  makeshift  tents.  Here 
in  the  camp,  around  the  campfire,  they 
would  sing  songs  of  the  homes  they 
would  never  see  again  and  also  folk 
and  religious  songs.  Serge  Jaroff,  a 
graduate  of  Synodel  Music  Academy  for 
Chorus  Masters  in  Moscow,  encouraged 
their  interest  in  singing  and  molded 
them  into  an  outstanding  ensemble 
which  became  famous  for  their  great 
range  of  tones. 

The  group  was  then  appointed  the 
official  choir  of  the  Orthodox  Cathedral 
in  Sofia  and,  with  its  musical  identity 
well  established,  gave  a  public  concert 
that  gave  the  chorus  such  recognition 
that  they  started  an  international 
career. 

In  1936,  these  men,  who  previously 
had  had  no  country,  became  U.  S.  citi- 
zens. It  is  from  the  U.  S.  that  this  troup 
embarks  on  its  tours  of  the  world. 

The  Original  Don  Cossack  Chorus 
and  Dancers,  consisting  of  twenty-four 
uniformed  White  Russian  giants,  de- 
lighted the  audience  at  F.S.C.  by  sing- 
ing Russian  opera,  folk  songs,  church 
music,  and  by  doing  Cossack  dances. 
Anyone  interested  in  hearing  this  group 
again,  or  for  the  first  time,  may  do  so. 
Our  college  library  has  one  of  their  long- 
playing  albums,  put  out   by   Columbia.

Dear  Editor: 

What  has  happened  to  F.S.C.  in  re- 
cent years?  Enthusiasm  seems  to  have 
diminished  even  though  the  student 
population  has  grown  to  the  1100-mark. 
Few  students  are  engaged  in  extra-cur- 
ricular activities;  indeed,  most  are  in- 
different to  them. 

This  is  a  college  chiefly  dedicated  to 
the  training  of  teachers  —  adults  who 
must  be  able  to  communicate  ideas  and 
to  set  examples  of  leadership,  adults 
who  are  responsible  for  training  child- 
ren to  be  responsible.  Yet,  how  many 
know  from  their  college  experience  how 
to  head  a  committee,  organize  an  event, 
find  and  properly  use  materials,  or  put 
a  new  method  into  effect?  All  of  these 
social  abilities  require  talking,  planning, 
and  working  for  mastery. 

How  stagnant  can  we  future  educa- 
tors be?  At  present  F.S.C.  is  a  social 
mire  of  unresigned  student  petitions 
and  questionnaires  which  eventually 
float  into  the  circular  file;  of  investigat- 
ing committees  investigating  other  in- 
vestigating committees;  of  luke-warm 
social  societies  which  exist  to  provide 
club  jackets  and  blazers;  of  established 
clubs  which  cannot  generate  enthusi- 
asm for  a  major  activity;  of  questions 
and  ideas  which  evaporate  into  nothing 
upon  leaving  the  mouth. 

This  apathy  possesses  the  greater 
number  of  our  students.  Only  a  brave 
few  are  exploiting  the  opportunities 
which  can  be  developed  in  organization- 
al work.  Only  an  untiring  few  are  work- 
ing to  entertain  the  complacent  majori- 
ty. 

I  am  grateful  to  be  a  departing  senior 
who  remembers  the  never-failing  co- 
operation and  abundant  enthusiasm  of 
fellow-students  who  unselfishly  worked 
together  to  produce  Hamlet  ('63)  and 
HMS  Pinafore  ('63),  the  SGA  Conven- 
tion Week-end  ('62),  the  Thanksgiving 
Dance  of  '61,  and  all  past  society  shows. 
The  classes  of  '66,  '67,  and  '68  will  have 
to  begin  to  work  if  they  hope  to  take 
away  such  cherished  memories.

Perhaps,  assert  many,  it's  not  so  much  uninterest  as  a  helpless  feeling 
of  "What  can  I  do  about  it?"  But  this  is  just  the  point;  You  can  do  something 
about  it.  Obviously  not  everyone  can  run  for  an  office;  nor  can  everyone  act 
or  sing;  but  you  can  contribute  by  being  an  active,  well-informed,  interested 
person.  This  may  require  a  critical  appraisal  of  yourself  and  your  present 
attitudes.  Are  you  just  meandering  through  F.S.C.  each  day  as  an  indistin- 
guishable part  of  the  "crowd"  doing  what  everyone  else  is  doing  —  a  veritable 
vegetable?

The  latest  edition  of  the  Kampus  Vue 
contained  many  articles  deserving  com- 
ment, mostly  laudatory.  Particularly  in- 
teresting and  appropriate  was  the  fea- 
ture article  on  plans  for  expansion  here 
at  F.S.C.  It  came  at  a  time  when  part 
of  our  campus  is  undergoing  extensive 
alterations,  and  it  answers  questions 
which  many  of  us  had  about  future 
developments  on  our  campus. 

Furthermore,  the  article  containing 
comments  by  members  of  the  S.G.A. 
board  was  a  needed  step  in  the  direc- 
tion of  awakening  student  interest  in 
the  S.G.A.  It  might  be  worthwhile  to 
have  a  column  devoted  to  the  activities 
of  the  S.G.A.  board.  It  would  certainly 
help  to  promote  an  awareness  of  what 
the  S.G.A.  does,  and  could  lead  to 
greater  student  body  —  S.G.A.  coopera- 
tion. 

Another  column  worthy  of  comment 
in  the  last  edition  of  the  Kampus  Vue 
was  the  article  which  reported  on  the 
academic  activities  of  some  of  our  pro- 
fessors. However,  it  seemed  that  the 
article  was  rather  limited  in  that  it  fo- 
cused   mainly    on    the    science    depart- 


ment. Why  not  expand  this  into  a 
regular  feature  with  coverage  of  the 
activities  of  all  the  departments  in  the 
college? 

In  addition  to  this,  a  column  of  com- 
ments and  observations  submitted  by 
members  of  the  faculty  would  broaden 
the  scope  of  the  Kampus  Vue  in  the 
direction  in  which  it  is  now  oriented. 
Such  a  column  of  comments,  observa- 
tions, and  criticisms  by  the  faculty 
would  help  to  promote  a  better  student 
body-faculty  relationship.  Furthermore, 
the  Kampus  Vue  would  undoubtedly 
benefit  from  the  observations  and  sug- 
gestions of  the  members  of  the  faculty 
and  administration. 

As  a  final  comment,  I  would  like  to 
suggest  that  the  Kampus  Vue  incor- 
porate a  column  wherein  students 
would  have  the  opportunity  to  express 
brief  or  lengthy  opinions  and  their  de- 
sires or  suggestions  concerning  any 
phase  of  college  activity.  This  might 
take  the  form  of  a  suggestion  column, 
complaint  department,  or  sample  opin- 
ion poll.

Let  me  begin  by  saying  that  I  found 
the  article  on  the  S.G.A.  Council  in  your 
last  issue  very  informative,  to  say  the 
least.

In 
toto,  their  remarks  seemed  to  convey 
the  idea  that  the  lack  of  student  inter- 
est could  be  one  of  the  primary  causes 
of  the  seemingly  trivial  tenor  of  the 
matters  that  are  discussed  at  the  weekly 
meetings.  As  a  representative  I  would 
like  to  disagree  with  this  premise,  for 
I  think  that  the  representatives  are 
mainly  at  fault.  In  the  United  States 
Congress  and  the  Massachusetts  Senate 
the  representatives  always  make  their 
primary  duty  that  of  eliciting  opinions 
and  views  from  their  constituents.  A 
person  never  has  to  write  to  his  State 
or  Federal  Representative  to  let  his 
views  be  known  or  to  inform  his  repre- 
sentative of  problems  he  should  be 
aware  of.  Why,  then,  should  the  stu- 
dents be  chided  for  their  attitude  to- 
ward the  Council?  Although  the  repre- 
sentatives have  classes  to  go  to  and 
extra-curricular  activities  to  attend, 
shouldn't  they  spend  every  waking 
minute  of  every  day  begging  for  the 
responses  of  the  alert,  serious-minded, 
and  non-apathetic  students  who  abound 
here  at  Fitchburg  State?  I  also  disagree 
with  the  idea  that  our  students  have 
developed  a  "Stringed  Puppet"  (per- 
haps marionette  is  a  better  word)  image 
of  the  Council.  The  same  students  who 
support  the  school-sponsored  activities 
so  admirably  could  never  be  reconciled 
to  the  belief  that  because  of  previous 
rebuttals  by  certain  members  of  the  ad- 
ministration, there  is  no  use  in  trying 
to  thwart  the  rebuttals,  for  they  all  know 
that  the  only  inevitability  is  hard- 
wrought  change,  and  that  every  per- 
manent change  that  has  been  made  has 
been  made  for  the  good  of  the  students. 
In  closing  this  diatribe,  I  would  like  to 
say  that  if  a  student  is  displeased  with 
the  way  his  representative  is  doing  his 
job,  he  should  tell  his  representative 
what  is  wrong,  and  if  the  situation  is 
not  remedied,  he  should  refuse  to  vote 
for  him,  or  better  still,  run  for  the  post 
himself.  I  am  sure  that  we  all  know 
these  remarks  will  not  be  misconstrued 
because  every  student  will  inform  his 
representative  of  the  difficulty  before  he 
condemns  him.

The  college  business  day  of  President 
James  J.  Hammond  is  one  requiring  ex- 
ceptional diligence  and  constant  activi- 
ty. There  are  few  "average"  days,  for 
each  seem  to  present  its  own  unique 
program.  The  Kampus  Vue  will  en- 
deavor to  give  some  insight  into  a  day 
with  President  Hammond. 

The  Presdient  arrives  at  F.S.C.  at 
8:45  A.M.  to  begin  his  official  working 
day.  A  set  routine  would  be  difficult  to 
establish.  However,  the  first  two  hours 
of  the  morning  are  devoted  to  paper 
work  and  correspondence.  This  time, 
like  the  rest  of  the  day,  is  often  inter- 
rupted by  numerous  outside  calls,  some 
seeking  views  on  national  and  local 
situations,  conferences  and  unexpected 
happenings.  Personal  appointments  be- 
gin after  10:00  A.M.,  and  often  last  un- 
til 6:00  at  night.  Approximately  fifty 
per  cent  of  his  luncheons  are  devoted 
to  business.  Spaced  throughout  the  day 
are  administrative,  staff,  and  faculty 
conferences,  scheduled  committee  meet- 
ings, and  speeches  to  various  classes. 

President  Hammond's  duties  do  not 
end   at   the   office.     Many   evenings   are 
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spent  on  paper  work  and  often  in  at- 
tending educational,  community,  and 
college  activities.  The  President  finds 
that  these  consume  many  evenings  but 
strives  to  keep  Saturday  and  Sunday 
nights  free  to  spend  with  his  family. 
When  able,  Mr.  Hammond  likes  to  at- 
tend as  many  varied  activities  at  the 
college  as  possible.  These  include  cul- 
tural events,  sports,  dances,  class  func- 
tions, activities  in  general.  He  is  inter- 
ested in  them,  enjoys  them,  and  makes 
an  effort  to  attend  most  of  them. 

College  affairs  do  no  restrict  the 
President  to  campus  territory,  for  he 
often  travels  to  Boston  and  Amherst. 
He  went  recently  to  Chicago  and  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  on  educational  and  busi- 
ness matters  concerning  F.S.C-  Day 
conferences  with  prominent  New  Eng- 
land educators  also  occur  with  regu- 
larity throughout  the  six  states. 

The  college  is  growing.  Promotion  for 
expansion  consumes  a  large  amount  of 
time  and  energy  in  planning  such  work, 
in  which  he  assumes  the  varying  roles 
of  realtor,   architect,   promotor,   histori-

A  few  of 
these  plans  are  new  training  schools,  a 
Fine  and  Industrial  Arts  building,  and 
a  combination  Education  and  Mental 
Health  Center,  featuring  an  inservice 
training  and  research  program.

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PRESIDENT   HAMMOND 
SPEAKS  AT  HERLIHY  DORM 

On  February  28,  President  Hammond 
spoke  to  the  residents  of  Herlihy  Dormi- 
tory on  the  dormitory  policy  and  rules. 
Although  many  residents  had  expressed 
a  desire  to  meet  with  the  President, 
only  a  fifth  of  them  attended. 

After  an  introduction,  Mr.  Hammond 
at  once  addressed  himself  to  the  ques- 
tions, which  ranged  from  the  situation 
in  the  cafeteria  to  the  new  marking 
system. 

After  commenting  on  the  improve- 
ment in  the  dormitory,  he  answered 
the  question  concerning  the  opening  of 
the  recreational  room  to  women  stu- 
dents with  an  emphatic  "No!"  This  an- 
swer was  based  on  the  knowledge  that 
supervision  would  be  deficient,  and 
common  use  of  the  room  would  hinder 
the  college's  bid  to  get  a  separate  Stu- 
dent Union  Building. 

Mr.  Hammond  also  realizes  that 
"there  is  not  much  of  a  place  to  go 
except  where  you  should  not  go,"  and 
for  this  reason  alone  he  is  trying  to  get 
more  recreational  facilities  for  the  col- 
lege. 

Mr.  Hammond  emphasized  that  ac- 
tivities sponsored  by  students,  such  as 
dances  in  the  recreation  room  and 
sports  in  the  gymnasium  on  weekends 
can  be  held  as  long  as  they  are  plan- 
ned in  advance  and  the  students  have  a 
responsible  supervisor. 

The  school  has  grown  so  quickly  in 
such  a  short  time,  asserted  the  Presi- 
dent, that  there  has  arisen  a  situation 
where  there  is  less  and  less  communi- 
cation between  students  and  adminis- 
tration. As  Mr.  Hammond  remarked, 
"One  reason  why  I  decided  to  come  was 
so  I  could  identify  some  faces  when  I 
pass  you  on  the  street."

VARSITY    BASKETBALL 
SUMMARY 

The  Varsity  Basketball  season  has 
come  to  a  successful  close  at  Fitchburg 
for  Coach  Barney  Bloom's  Falcons. 
Coach  Bloom  guided  his  team  to  a 
fourth-place  finish  in  the  N.E.N. A. I. A. 
Conference  and  an  overall  record  of 
10-7. 

Fred  Gillis  paced  the  team  in  total 
statistics,  leading  in  points  —  499; 
average  —  29.4:  field  goals  —  184:  and 
free-throws  —  131.  George  Shevshuk, 
who  missed  the  last  six  games  because 
of  a  leg  injury,  finished  the  campaign 
with  207  points  on  87  field  goals  and 
33  free  throws  for  an  18.8  per-game 
average.  Jerry  Driscoll,  the  burly  center, 
ended  the  season  with  221  points  and 
led  the  team  in  total  rebounds  with  225 
caroms.  Jack  Kendra  turned  in  an- 
other fine  season;  the  defensive  spark 
in  the  Falcons'  attack,  he  also  added 
107  points  to  the  cause.  Steve  Laakso 
had  a  fine  freshman  year  chipping  in 
with  135  points  and  134  rebounds.  Er- 
nie Boss,  Leroy  Allen,  Fred  Turner,  and 
Terry  Starret  all  contributed  a  good 
share  to  the  team's  success,  despite  the 
fact  that  they  were  unable  to  play  a 
full  season. 

As  for  next  season,  Coach  Bloom  will 
be  without  the  services  of  Gillis,  Dris- 
coll, Kendra,  and  Boss.  This  definitely 
takes  a  large  chunk  of  this  year's  at- 
tack, but  a  good  group  of  returning 
veterans  and  a  much  better  turnout  in 
the  fall  than  this  past  season  could 
easily  lead  to  a  more  impressive  record 
next  year.

TALKING  SPORTS 


In  last  month's  issue,  I  pointed  out 
some  of  the  disadvantages  of  placing 
too  much  emphasis  on  the  Varsity  Ath- 
letic Program.  Just  as  in  any  other 
phase  of  life,  we  should  avoid  extremes. 
But  we  are  apparently  heading  too  close 
to  the  extreme  of  neglect. 

Certainly  everyone  realizes  the  im- 
portance of  participating  in  a  strong 
athletic  program  with  a  variety  of 
varsity  sports  to  attract  and  interest  a 
good  majority  of  the  students,  but  such 
a  program  must  provide  enough  equip- 
ment and  facilities. 

In  recent  years,  two  important  varsity 
sports  have  been  dropped  from  the  pro- 
gram here  at  Fitchburg  State.  Both  golf 
and  hockey  appeal  to  a  more  specialized 
athlete  than  the  other  remaining  sports. 
Currently  a  small  group  of  hockey  play- 
ers on  campus  are  trying  to  reactivate 
the  hockey  team.  When  the  group  ap- 
proached Student  Government,  they 
were  told  that  for  a  number  of  reasons 
it  would  be  best  to  wait  until  next  year. 
Since  that  time,  the  group  has  been 
playing  on   an  informal  basis   at   their 
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own  expense.  With  a  new  rink  at  Win- 
chendon  and  talk  of  new  rinks  even 
closer,  the  S.G.A.  ought  not  to  "wait 
until  next  year."  All  interested  persons 
and  sympathizers  are  urged  to  express 
their  feelings  to  the  members  of  the 
Student  Government  Association.  If  we 
develop  an  apathy  towards  Varsity 
Sports,  we  will  soon  find  ourselves  with- 
out a  Varsity  Program. 

The  second  basic  element  of  an  ath- 
letic program  is  financial  support.  It  is 
easy  to  develop  events  and  activities 
which  seem  more  important  than  a 
baseball  or  soccer  team.  However,  the 
best  program  is  certainly  a  well- 
rounded  one.  I  think  that  we  have  had 
too  much  concentration  in  certain 
areas  already.  If  an  opinion  is  asked 
for,  it  should  be  carefully  and  intelli- 
gently phrased.  The  casual  comment 
at  the  Spa  or  Roy's  is  no  adequate  sub- 
stitute. It  is  the  obligation  of  all  inter- 
ested persons  to  make  their  feelings  and 
opinions  known  to  the  proper  people, 
or  accept  the  results.
